CAA Blamed for

has been given most of the blame 
for a collision between an airliner 
and an Air Force jet near Las 
Vegas. Nev., April 21 that took 
49 lives. 


The CAA s sister organization, 
the Civil Aeronautics Board, lev­ 
elled the accusation T u e s d a y 
night in an accident investigation 
report.

“ It «a state» cannot by action 
or deliberate failure to act per­ 
mit violence to frustrate the pres­ 
ervation of individual

which he read at the opening of 
a news conference. 
“ It is my hope that each state 
will fulfill its obligation with a 
full realization of the gravity of 
any other course."
